more marriage licenses issued during 
that month than during 
any 
other 
single month since the marriage li­ 
cense law went into effect, more than 
thirty years ajjo. 


Since the present leap year began 
or January 1st, 1920, to today, there 
have been issued S:i licenses, 
which 
cems to show 
that 
some 
of our 
giris are willing; to do the wooing or 
popping," if that be necessary, 
j regardless of quibble or pun. 
j 
While on this subject it might not 
jbe out of place to detail the follow­ 
ing "leap year history" for the bene- 
ht of some of our fair friends 
who 
hesitate at taking the final 
plunge. 
The best available records show that 
tiie "leap year"' privilege was accord­ 
ed the female of the species in many 
land, many, many years ago. 
Here 
is the way they tell it in Ireland: 


"St. Patrick was one day walking i 
besitle Lough Neagh, when he 
met 
St. Bridget in tears, and 
was 
told 
that a mutiny had broken out in the 
nunnery over which she presided, the 
ladies—who, one presumes, had not 
taken vows of celbacy,—claiming the 
light to "pop the question." St. Pat­ 
rick said he would concede the right 
every seventh year, but St. 
Bridget 
besought him to make it one year in 
four. "I will," replied 
St. 
Patrick, 
"and I'll give ye leap year, the long­ 
est of the lot." 


But one is on safer ground in con­ 
sidering Scotland's claim, for in 12S8 
a law was there enacted that "during 
the rein of hir maist blissit JTegeste, 
for ilk yeare knowne as lepe yeare, 
ilk mayden layde shall hae liberte to 
bespeake ye man she likes.

The above facts being as they are 
we now turn to the other side of tfie 
ledger. Before Recorder Chase issues 
a license he sks enough personal and 
pertinent questions to open the eyes 
ef the ordinary person to just what- 
kind of a proposition they are going 
up against, but alas, 
a s • h a s 
long 
been well stated, love is surely blind, 
and many victims see nothing but the 
sunshiny present. 
When the clouds 
arise and disillusionment and. disen.7 
chantment occurs, ,the door 
of the 
office of Prothonotary Ralston, across ; 
the hall from the Jnarriage-licsBse 
bureau, 
stantl 
conveniently 
ajar.- 
Judging from the records some of the 
seekers. for permits to wed, 
appqar 
to have made mental note 
of 
this 
fact, and therefore lose little time-in 
hitting the trail to the divorce courts. 
In this connection it may not be out 
of place to say that the divorce suits 
begun in 1919 in the Clearfield couirty 
courts, totalled 81, or just 
ten per 
cent, of the total marriages. In other' 
words, one out of every 
ten 
mar­ 
riages "didn't take." Some high per­ 
centage, that. 


The high cost of living is supposed 
to be a primary divorce cause, while 
the late unlamented John Barleycorn 
was generally blamed with a 
large 
share in the ship--wrecking of matri­ 
monial craft. We may have to make 
apologies to John's detested memory 
if the record of divorce actions 
for 
the first month and one-half of 19^0. 
is maintained throughout the entire 
year. Thus far in 1920, or during the 
last forty-four clays of the n e w year, 
just 2", applications for divorce were 
placed on file in the Prothonotary's 
office.

court, 
they do not appear to be willing 
to 
pay tiie expenses incident, 
to

ords of the county, and many lawyers 
and court officers have found that the 
person unfaithful to or quick to break 
the marriage contract, will also evade ' 
the contract to pay. In fact, this fact 
became so notorious that the

his divorce cojkrt fee in hand before 
he begins hostilities. In this connect­
